Nara (Cal.), Oct, 12.— The earth- 
quakes during last night hare set Napa 
into a fever of excitement. The 
shock same at 9:16, but was light. 
At 10:29 came a heavy shock which 
lasted 46 seconds. It wae a twisting 
motion from right to left. Many peo- 
fle ran into the street, wild with 
fright. Some fainted and all were 
greatly exercised, but no fatalities are 
reported. Lighter shocks followed 
during the entire night. Some say 
there were twelve shakes, while 
others profess to have counted seven- 
teen. Some people remained in the 
street all night. The damage is not 
very heavy on any one building, but 
in aggregate is considerable. Scores 
of chimneys are thrown down or

Santa Rosa, Oct. 12.—The severest 
earthquake shock felt here in four 
years occurred last night at 12:30 
o’clock.

San RarakL, Oct. 12.—The most 
severe earthquake experienced for 
years was felt here last night at 10:26 
o'clock.

The Political Situation. 


The San Francisco Argonaut | 
sums up’the political situation as 
follows: | 

The Presidental campaign of 
1892 has already begun iu two of 
the great States of the East — Ohio 
and New York. Nominally the 
issue is a purely local one, the 
election of State officers, but in 
reality the questions presented to 
the citizens of these States luvolve 
the election of next year, and the 
result will have a very important 
bearing upon the Presidental cam- 
paign of 1892. In Ohio, Major 
McKinley, whose name is insep- 
arably connected with the new 
tarif of the United States, is the 
Republican candidate for governor, 
and in New York, J. Sloat Fassett, 
an ardent supporter of the policy 
of protection has received the same 
distinction. 

Measures, not men, however, 
must determine the contest soon 
to be settled in New York and 
Ohio. The Democratic parts has 
thrown off the mask which it as- 
sumed in 1888,and has come out 
unqualifidely for free trade. That 


party has introduced an elemen’ 
of coufusion by declaring for free 
silver in Ohio, aud being practie- 
ally silent on the money question 
in NewYork, thus justifying the 
criticism often passed upon it, that 
it is always a party of expediency, 
not of principle. It is for hard 
money or soit money, fur gold or 
silver, for bimetallism or mouomet- 
allism, according as it thinks local 
success may atteud its squirming 
and twisting; and then, when it 
comes to framing national issues, 
it allows Henry Watterson to close 
all discussion of the matter with 
“damm silver.“ 

Tbe prospects of success in Ohio 
aud New York are very brilliant 
at this time for the Republicans. 
In Ohio, the farmers refuse to be 
deceived a second time with the 
fallacious tin-plate 
whicheWasrused, with good effect, 
to defeat McKinley for Congress 
last year.. They see that the Mc- 
Kinley bill has redeemed the 
pledges made for it; that it bas 
increased the price of farm pro- 
ducts and lowered the price of 
manufactured articles of necessity. 
They are not ignorant or stupid, 
those farmers in Ohio, and they 
see that, with the inerease of the 
free list and the judicious raising 
of duties on foreign competing 
products, the tariff operates dis- 
tinctly in their favor, and they ask 
themselves the familiar question— 
why they should exchange a sys- 
tem Which has proved itself di- 
rectly beueflelal to them for one 
which would bear best only an 
experiment, and whose chief rec- 
ommendation, if it be a recom- 
mendation, is that i is in high 
favor in England, where the Me- 
Kinley tariff is regarded as a direct 
emanation from the bottomless 
pit. 

In New York the egricultural 
interest is not of so much impor- 
tance as in Ohio, but the manufac- 
turers of the Empire State see the 
folly of permitting themselves to 
be flooded by cheap foreign fabrics 
of all kinds, as would be the case 
under a free-trade regime. They 
know, too, that free trade would 
compel a lowering of the scale of 
wages at least to the English level, 
and inasmuch as their workmen 
are consumers as well as producers, 


they can see the logic of conspir-| . 


ing with the Democratic party to 
ruin the home market by a policy. 
which would inevitably diminish 
the purchasing power of the vast 
army of American working-men 
and working-women. 

The burden of proof is clearly 
upon the Democratic party. The 
facts and figures which have been 
presented, and which have hot 
been challenged, amount to a dem- 
oustratlon of the fact that the Me- 
Kinley bill though only a year old, 
has operated beneficially for every 
important American industry. In 
addition to this, the policy of reci- 
procity instituted under the third 
section of the McKinley bill, has 
vastly increased American trade

the American people could be ben-. 
efited by a chsnge in fiscal policy 

Such, however, bas not been, and 
will not be, the Republican way of 
carrying on a political campaign. 
That party will enter the lists, 
throw down the gauntlet and chal- 
lenge all opponents, be they who 
they may. Itdeclares that its posi- 
tion on the questions of national 
finance, of the tariff, of payment 
of the national debt, of internal 
improvements, of education, of 
immigration, and of foreigu policy 
are, as they have always been, cal- 
culated to subserve thebighest and 
best interests of all classes of the 
American people, and that the Re- 
publican party will be true to its 
history and its traditions More 
than this, it asserts that it possesses 
the ability, coupled with the desire 
to adapt itself to the changed and 
changing conditions of the repub- 
lic, and that if no precedent exists 
for a course which shall he for the 
general good, it will make one, as 
it has done before. 

This is the platform of the Re- 
publican party in Ohto and New 
York, to auy one who can read be- 

tween the lines, and this must be 
the platform of the National Re- 
publican party in 1892.

The Chiappini Story as to the 
- Origin of Louis Philippe. 


Serious Doubts Entertained by the Royal- 
ists of France Regar lag the 
Origin of the Count 
of Paris. 

Not a Bourbon, but a mere Chiap- 
bini. wirn the blood of a base-born 
italian jriler,” were the words used by 
ouat Menriee d’'Antigne, the favorite 
and ¢eonfidential secretary of the late 
campt de Chambord, to stigmatize the 
compt de Paris at the banquet held the 
cther day in the French capital by that 
‘ction of the royalist party. which de- 
wiege tho pretensions of the compt de 
geile. and which regards Don Carlos as 
“ie richtful heir to the claims of the 


ompt de Chambord. 


Inasmuch as but few people outside 
of France are aware of the very serious 
doubts which exist as to the royal char- 
acter of the comte de Paris’ descent, it 
may be of interest, says the marquis de 
Fontenoy inthe New York Recorder, to 
vive a brief outline of the so-called 
Chiappini story. 

Iwill begin by stating that the latter 
s stronctly indorsed by Sir Bernfrd 
urke, Ulster king-at-arms, and the 
wcoatest of genealogists,, who, after 
nretul researches extending over a 
numbor of years, publicly proclaims 
that neither the comte de Paris nor any 

his children and unelés have a drop 
xf Orleans or Bourbon blood in their 
vcins. : 

Accor ag to documentary evidence 
of the rost complete nature King Louis 
Philippe, who taught a school in this 


country’at the beginning of the present 


century, and who subsequently reigned 
from 1840 to 1848 as sovereign of France, 
was achangeling. He was not the son 
of the regicide Duke Philippe d'Orleans, 
surnamed ‘“‘Egalite,” but was the off- 
spring of the Florentine jailer, Chiap- 
pini. 

The documentary evidence which I 
have referred to above, and of which 
the criginals are preserved among the 
archives of Lord Newborough’s family, 
go to show that in 17838 the duke and 
duchess of Orleans, traveling under the 
very transparent incognito of Comte 
and Comtesse de Joinville, arrived ata 
small town—I forget at this moment 
the name thereof, but it is somewhere 
near Florence—and took up their resi- 
dencé at the leading inn of the place. 
Twenty-four hours later the duchess 
gave birth to a daughter, who was en- 
tered upon the local parish register as 
the female child of the “Comte and 
Comtesse de Joinville.” 

Both the duke and the duchess dis 
played signs of disappointment at the 
sex of the child, and learning that the 
wife of the local jailer, Chiappim by 
name, hada fine healthy boy, they in- 
duced the parents of the latter by mens 
of alarge bribe to consentto an x- 
change of children 

The jailer's son, chiappini. therefore 
grew up to consider the duke and 
duchess of Orleans as his parents, and 
eventually asec ended the throne of

She grew up to be a beautiful girl, 
fiirured for a time under the name of 
Maria Stella Chiappini as leading dans- 
euse of the opera of Florence, and final- 
ly heeame the wife of an Irish peer, the 
first Lord Newborough, to whom she 
bore two sons, the younger of whom, 
born in 1808, is the present bearer of 
the title. 

On Jailer Chiappini’s deathbed he 
made a last confession in writing, duly 
attested by witnesses, of the change of 
children that had taken place at the 
time of Lady Newborough’s birth, and 
other evidences in support of the state- 
ments contained in this dying confes- 
sion were duly legalized copies of the

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TEACHING, A GIRL TO SWIM. 


Adviee to Those Just Acquiring the Use- 
ful Art. 

In deep water, under the care of an 
experienced person, a young girl may 
be taught to swim in a much shorter 
time than by practicing in shallow 
streams, says a good authority in the 
August Ladies’ Home Journal. A rope 
can be fastened around her breast in 
such a manner that it will neither 
tighten nor unloose, and if courageous 
enough, she can, thus prepared, plunge 
in head first. The teacher will show 
her the proper way to use the arms, 
and, finding herself protected by the 
rope, she will feel more faith in the ex- 
ertion made. The aid of the hand is, 
however, far better than this, as it can 
be relinquished insensibly. The best 
method of teaching on this plan is for 
a good swimmer to carry the learner in 
the arms into the water until breast 
high. laying her nearly flat upon it, 
and supporting her by placing one 
hand under the chest, at the same time 
giving instruction as to the proper 
motion of hands and arms and feet.

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ABOUT THE TEA WE DRINK. 


But few people know that there is such a 
thing as sun-cured tea in existence, and fewer 
have seen it. But there is, and it is of all teas 
tho sweetest, purcsi, and most fragrant. You 
ask at once how it is that it is not offered for 
sale and that you know nothing of it. That is 
answered easily; but it is necessary to present 


black teas. 
Green Teas. 


Few people know that the bright bluish- 
green color of the ordinary teas exposed in 
the windows is not the natural color. Un- 
pleasant as the fact may be, it is nevertheless 
artificial; Prussian bine, silica, gypsum, 
plumbago, and other unbealthful mineral 
colors being used forthis purpose Theeffect 
ig twofold. It not only makes the tea a bright, 
shiny, a:tractive green, but also permits the 
use of “off-color” and worthless teas, which, 
once under the green cloak, are readily 
worked off as a good quality of tea. Theabom- 
inable coloring practice even admits of the 
use of foreign substances, and the English 
government, which looks closer into the gen- 
uineness of its staples than ours, has in some 
of the alleged flnest of teas found redried 
leaves, straw, fragments of matting, rice- 
husks, and willow leaves, In fact, it is openly 
stated by an English authority that hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of sloe, ash, and wil- 
low leaves are annually imported ag tea, 
which without the coloring process would be 
impossible. They report tea as one of the most 
notoriously adulterated articles of commerce. 
The temptation to make sweepings and bad 
tea intoa merchantable product with a few 
cents’ worth of green coloring matter {s too 
strong to withstand, and the worthlessness of 
the trash that often finds its way to this mar- 
ket labeled “New Crop,” “Best Quality,” 
“Green Tea,“ etc., would simply astound the 
public if revealed, to say nothing of the un- 
healthfulness of the Prussian blue, plum- 
bago, gypsum, and the other mineral colors 
that are employed. 

Black Teas. 


The basket and pan-fired Japan teas, as well 
as the China teas that may be included under 
the general heading of “ black teas,” get their 
color from the firiog or toasting process, but 
mineral coloring matter ia also frequently 
used to give a certain desired commercial 
appearance. The firing and the coloring, as 
in the green teas, largely conceals the iden- 
tity of the tea. and permits the use of the 
very cheapest teas, to argue nothing for the 
deteriorating effect of excessive firing,’which 
must be resorted to when a very cheap prod. 
uct is used and an extreme color desired.

The sun-dried teas being sun-cured, no 
coloring matter is used, hence nothing but 
pure tea leaves can be employed; for unas- 
sisted by manipulation or col ring, all at- 
tem pts at adulteration or the ii. troduction of 
foreign leaves or materia! would be bold and 
glaring. That it is, therefore, sweeter and far 
more fragrant than the artificially colored 
green ceas and the manipulated basket or 
pan-fired teas, you hardly need bo told. That 
it is more healthful than the mineral-colored 
teas, is also apparent. That it is more expen- 
sive, is also true; and that ig another reason 
you have never seen it. There is nct so much 
profit in it as there is in the cheap adulter- 
ated and colored teas. n

According to the custom-house reports, the 
amount of tea received at San Francisco last 
year (1890) was 6,840,137 pounds, and the value

It will be found in color to be just 
between the artificially colored green and 
the black teas, and the drawn tea presents a 
clear, brilliant canary color, of delightful 
fragrance. It is offered to the people at 600 
per pound, the same price that many artifi- 
cially colored teas are sold for.
